Probationary Licenses 
Given to New Drivers

(This feature is one of a week-

I drive more safely, for yourself 
and others — as asked by 
Wisconsin motorists, together 
with authoritative answers as 
given by state officials of the 
agencies involved. It is pre- 
sented as a public service to our 
readers.) 


Q — I recently received a 


probationary license; when will 
I g*t » regular nne? 


A — Probationary licenses 


are issued to all new drivers in 
Wisconsin. Any person moving 
to Wisconsin who has been 
licensed in another state for at 
least three years, who holds a 
valid license from another state, 
and who has passed, his 
21st 


birthday will be issued a regu- 
lar license. 


The probationary license, ac- 


cording to the bureau of driver 
control, is required for the first 
issuance of an operator's li- 
cense, and it is a special color. 
Usually upon renewal, a regular 
license is issued. 


However, any person who has 


had his operating privilege re- 
voked while licensed under a 
probationary license, will again 
be issued a probationary license 
as a reinstated license and also 
the first renewal of the rein- 
stated license. 


Also, any person who has had 


his operating privilege restrict- 
ed or suspended, or who has 
accumulated more than six 
demerit points in the 12-month 
period immediately preceding 
his application for renewal of a 
probationary license, will be 
reissued a probationary license. 


Q — Several times I have 


driven along the interstate at 
night and have seen police" cars 
parked alongside the roadway 
working radar but without park- 
ing lights. Isn't it against the 
law for any car to be parked'on 
the shoulder at night without 
parking lights? Would I be 
within the law if I stopped and 
advised the officer that he 
should put on his parking lights, 
or could he in turn arrest me 
for making a nonemergency 
stop? 


A — The law 
specifically 


states that no person shall park 
or leave standing any vehicle — 


whether attended or unattended 
— upon a roadway or shoulder 
during hours of darkness (out- 
side the corporate limits of a 
city or village, and where there 
is insufficient artificial light to 
render visible from a distance 
of 500 feet) without displaying 
at least one parking light to the 
front and one' tail light to the 
rear. And, if the vehicle is 
equipped with two lamps to the, 
front and two tail lamps to the! 
rear, then they all must be! 


Police vehicles are not ex- 


empted either by interpretation 
or by other statute from the 
requirements of t h i s 
law. 


Rather than stop and yourself 
be subject 
to censure, you 


should call the infraction to •the 
attention of the department 
head for 
whom the 
officer 


works. No police administrator 
condones illegal practices by his 
field officers, and he cannot 
correct deficiencies about which 
he knows nothing. 


Q — What license and regis- 


tration requirements are there 
for recreational vehicles in Wis- 
consin? I include snowmobiles, 
mini-bikes, 
golf 
carts, 
done 


buggies, amphicats, go-carts, 
hovercraft, motor bicycles. 


A — Classification of recrea- 


tional vehicles in each instance, 
depends on the use of the 
vehicle. The first and most 
i m p o r t a n t consideration is 
whether it is driven on public 
highways. If not, there is no 
registration or equipment re- 
quirement for the vehicle, ex- 
cept for the snowmobile which 
is registered as an off-highway 
recreational vehicle with 'the 
Department 
o f Natural Re- 


sources. 


If the vehicle, whatever form, 


is to be used on the highway, it 
must comply with all state 
requirements, such as lights, 
brakes and muffler. It can then 
be licensed as a passenger 
vehicle. If the vehicle is to be 
registered, the driver also must 
have a valid drivers icense and 
must comply with the various 
requirements f o r both the 
vehicle and himself. At present 
there is no special driver's 
license needed for the special 
motorcycle validation. This in- 
cludes mini-bikes and motor 
bicycles.

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Where Does Red China Stand Now? 


One of the issues being debated in 


regard to our current activities in In- 
dochina, particularly our strong air 
support of the South Vietnamese in- 
vasion of Laos, is whether we have 
raised the danger of China's entrance 
into the war. 


President Nixon was careful to point 


out that neither our air activities in Laos 
nor our bombing of North Vietnam

Chinese. But less than a week before the 
Chinese swarmed over the Yalu into 
North 
Korea, 
General 
Douglas 


MacArthur assured President Truman 
that the struggle in Korea was almost at 
an end. And, as some writers have 
argued, if there were Chinese troops in 
Mexico and they were moving closer to 
Texas, the United States might well be 
alarmed. Look at the violent reaction in 
this country when the Russians moved 
those missiles into Cuba. 


The danger is always one of 


misreading the intentions of the oth- 
er side. A new history of the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor contends that it 
came about because of such a 
misreading. President Roosevelt had 
made threatening noises about what this 
country would do if the Japanese, as 


expected, moved into Malaya. But 
considering the strong isolationist 
feeling in this nation it is likely we would 
have done nothing, at least as far as 
active military involvement was con- 
cerned, but the Japanese didn't know 
that. Similarly, the Naxi declaration of 
war on the United States is almost un- 
fathomable unless, as columnist John 
Roche facetiously suggested. Hitler was 


V\OiJviIig foi tlife Bim&ik. Anu vie iiiusi. 
remember that at the time of Pearl 
Harbor, we had diplomatic relations 
with Japan. We have no such contact 
with China. 


North Vietnam most definitely does 


not want China to become any more 
involved than to send supplies. But if the 
alternative is defeat by the United 
States, the leaders in Hanoi might feel 
differently. And in any case they really 
would have nothing 
to say 
about 


decisions made in Peking. 


As an editorial in the Washington 


Post said, Laos must be the end of the 
line, American support of a South 
Vietnamese invasion of North Vietnam 
could hardly be seen as a way to protect 
American lives. It could be a dangerous 
trigger. 


Highways and Parks 


The United States Supreme Court, 


obviously reflecting the national concern 
about environment, has unanimously 
ruled that federally iunded highways 
could not cut through public parks ex- 
cept in "the 
most unusual 
cir- 


cumstances." 


The case involved the decision of the 


Secretary of Transportation, upheld by 
the Solicitor General, to run Interstate 40 
through Overton Park in Memphis. The 
park encompasses 342 acres and in- 
cludes a zoo. a small golf course, an 
outdoor 
theater, 
nature 
trails, 


.picnicking areas and 170 acres of 
natural forest. The proposed highway 
would cut the zoo off from the rest of the 
-park, destroy 26 acres and the high 
speed traffic, noisy and smelly, would 
considerably lower the value of the park 
to people or wildlife. v 


But the high court ruled the Depart- 


ment of Transportation was misreading 
the Transportation Law of 1966 and the 
Highway Act of 1968 which prohibit the 
use of federal funds for such con- 
struction if "a feasible and prudent" 
alternative route exists. As Justice 
Thurgood Marshall pointed out in the 


unanimous opinion, "the 
few green 


havens that are public parks were not to 
be lost unless there were truly unusual 
factors present in a particular case or 
the cost or community disruption 
resulting from alternative routes 
reached extraordinary magnitudes. If 
the statutes are to have any meaning, 
the Secretary cannot approve the 
destruction of parkland unless he finds 
that alternative routes present unique 
problems." 


Highway departments generally, and 


with some reason, try to find the 
straightest line between two points or at 
least it seems that way, often with little 
concern for trees that must be cut, 
swamps drained, or other natural 
beauty areas defaced. This may be the 
case in the proposed route for the high- 
way on the east side of Lake Winnebago 
from Milwaukee to Green Bay. The 
Supreme Court decision concerned only 
federal highways and public parks. It 
might well be expanded some day to 
state highways and public lands or even 
private areas of great natural beauty if 
environment continues to rank more 
important to more and more Americans. 


The Authority to Wiretap 


There was a considerable uproar last 


year when Congress passed an Ad- 
ministration-sponsored bill which, 
among other things, authorized what 
came to be called the "no-knock" 
provision. This meant that in cases 
where there was cause to believe that 
evidence such as narcotics might be 
destroyed if the occupants became 
alarmed, the police could walk in 
without knocking to alert the occupants. 


However, such action could not be 


taken without first getting a court order 
which would seem to offer rather good 
guarantees that doors all over the 
country wouldn't be- smashed open or 
that the privacy of ordinary citizens 
would not be arbitrarily invaded. 


But now Attorney General John 


Mitchell, in a different type of action, 
would like to bypass the courts com- 
pletely. 


The Department of Justice has filed a 


memorandum with Sixth United States 
District Judge Damon Kieth in Michigan 
asking that the Court set aside a recent 
ruling that the Attorney General has no 
authority to conduct electric sur- 
veillance — wiretapping in ordinary 
parlance — without prior court ap- 
proval. It is seeking to have a similar 
decision by the Ninth District Court in 
California overturned. 


Attorney' 
General 
Mitchell's 


proposition is that "the President, acting 
through the Attorney General, may 
constitutionally authorise the use of 
electronic surveillance in cases where 
he has determined that, in order to 
preserve the national security, the Ube of 


such surveillance is reasonable."' The 
Attorney General then shall all by 
himself be the one to determine when 
such danger exists. It doesn't matter 
either whether the believed threat 
comes from foreign agents, which might 
appear to be more in the jurisdiction of 
the federal government, or from home 
town folks. 


The extent-of power this raises is 


frightening. If the Attorney General 
alone can make such a decision what will 
be the next one he'll want, again in the 
interests of national security? Perhaps it 
might be the arrest of someone he alone 
feels might sometime be dangerous, the 
seizing of property or even the sen- 
tencing without trial of a suspect. A 
determination 
of 
the 
need 
tor 


\\iretapping falling upon one man alone 
would seem to be a clear deiiance of the 
right of due process and one more step 
on the way to complete authority in 
Washington. 


There always has and always will be 


conflict between the need for national 
security and the cml rights of individual 
citizens. The different dangers of dif- 
ferent times to some extent determine in 
which direction public opinion and the 
ideas of olficials lie. The threats of 
bombings in particular are serious at 
this time. 


But getting a warrant to wiretap is 


not too much of a process for the 
Department of Justice to go through. It 
would continue to assure that a real 
suspicion of a danger exists and that the 
whole idea i« not merely the whim of one 
man.

session of the legislature to 
present his budget he ex- 
periences his moment of truth. 


Relations Committee, where 
you have to take a position on 
everything from Algeria to 
Zanzibar.

isolationism — a 1972 version 
of Henry Wallace's sortie 
against Harry Truman in 1948. 
At this point, what would the 
Democratic nomination be 
worth? Truman made it by a 
whisker, but Wallace cost him 
New York, Michigan and 
Maryland — and Truman was 
the incumbent president. 


A nightmare? Perhaps... I 


hope so ... but there are in-

tified for the recognition of the 
home owner and others, the 
governor asked for $100 
million over the two year 
period. Standing alone that 
has a nice resonant sound. But 
in perspective it diminsishes 
drastically in importance and 
impact. Much of the sum 
would be used for categorical 
relief, as for tax subsidies for 
the indigent aged. A sub- 
stantial sum would go for a 
resumption of the personal 
property tax phase-out. Some 
will go, the governor asks, for 
leveling out the highest peaks 
and low valleys. 


What will remain 
for 


helping the average taxpayer, 
the man of middle years and 
income, and 
the young 


marrieds, in meeting their 
onerous and rapidly rising 
property tax bills will be in- 
significant It will amount to 
perhaps a quarter of the rise 
in the rate of such taxation in 
the state as a whole during the 
biennium. 


May Lose More 


For the typical home owner, 


it may be conjectured, there 
will be a new income tax 
liability in the Lucey program 
greater than his gain in 
property taxation. 


Deceiving the voter in a 


campaign is standard, in a 
kind of unspoken agreement of 
the nominees for high places 
of the parties. But a richly 
experienced politician of my 
acquaintance, now retired, 
likes to say that the politican 
who believes his own cam- 
paign speeches after the 
election is doomed to disaster. 


The new governor evidently 


made the compromise he felt 
he had to make between the 
cries of distress 
of the 


property taxed and the sullen 
resistance of those who must 
be income taxed to mute those 
cries.
